BRAVE BOYS IN BLUE. 


Courageous Cohstables Who Have 
Been Killed on Duty. 


The recent tragedy in Houndsditch 
recalls many similar examples of 
lire heroism in the face of terri 
odds, all going to show that the men 
in blue have never hesitated to risk 
their lives in the course of their duty. 

Constable Davey of Acton, so far as 
record shows, was the first policeman 
to be s dead by a thief. Davey 
suspected a man named Brookes to 
be implicated in a certain robbery, 
and Brookes knew that Davey was on 
his track. Brookes called at Davey’s 
house at night, and shot him down. 

In the seventies a policeman was 
shot at Whalley Range, near Man- 
chester, and two brothers, named 
Habron, were accused, and sent to 
penal servitude for life. It was after- 
wards discovered that they were in- 
nocent, and that the real assassin was 
the notorious Charles Peace. Peace 
shot at and wounded P. C. Robinson 
in his last exploit, before his daring 
career was bronght to a close. 

Again, in 1881, P. ©. Atkins sur- 
prised a gang burgling a house stand- 
ing in its own grounds at Kingston, 
and was shot. down, 

Up to the time of this affair bur- 
glars had rarely used revolvers, but 
now the practice became common, 
and, in the following year, P. C. Cole 
was murdered at Dalston. The mur- 
derer was Orrock, a young man who 
was a member of the Baptist chapel 
he was breaking*into when Cole.came 
upon the scene, and wns considered 
quite a model youth. But two years 


| went over before justice was done, and 


then Orrock was run to earth quite by 
accident. 

Ht had left his chisel behind him at 
the chanel, and on the blade was 
scratched the word “rock,’”’ and when, 
some months after the murder, a man 
named Orrock was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment for housebreak- 
ing, a detective got into conversation 
with one of Orrock’s friends — also 
“doing time’’—and learned something

he surprised on the roof of a house 
in Kensington.

HE housekeeper

longingly she could give them 
fresh vegetables all winter. From her 
own sensations she knows how they 
must weary of the round of potatoes, 
turnips, garrots, beets, cabbage and 
other winter vegetables. If she lives 
in the city she may once in a while 
treat herself and them to a higher- 
priced dish of fresh vegetables brought 
from the south or grown under glass, 
but she pays for them not only with 
money, but with a pain in her econom- 
ical conscience, 

Do you women who undergo this ex- 
perience ever stop to think of the 
variety you can achieve without this 
extra expense? Do you know how 
unnecessary it is to have the monotony 
you dislike? Do you know the changes 
you can make by preparing the stock 
vegetables in unusual ways and by the 
use of those which come to us in tins? 

“Canned vegetables!’’ I hear you 
say scornfully. ‘If I can’t have the 
fresh, I don’t want those which are 
embalmed.”’ 

This is just where you make your mis- 
take. Your prejudice may be grounded 
upon unfortunate experience in the past, 
before the pure-food law and public 
opinion combined moved the manufac- 
turers to more care and wholesomeness 
in the preparation of canned vegetables. 
Or tt may have for foundation the 
canned food which has been served to 
you without proper treatment. If you 
open a can of any sort of vegetable just 
before it is to be eaten, warm it hastily, 
and turn it unseasoned and undrained 
into a vegetable dish, you cannot blame 
the can or the food for unappetizing 
qualities. The freshest of fresh peas 
or beans would be insipid if boiled and 
served with no treatment beyond mere 
cookery. Why not give tc those which 
come from a tin a MUttle reasonable 
service before you condemn them? 

A can of green peas, for instance. 
How do you cook them? Do you open 
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“‘Qanned vegetables!’ you say 
scornfully.”

What might be 


the can half an hour or more before 
they are needed, empty the contents 
into a bow! or dish, and let them get 
rid of the close taste before you put 
them over the fire? Do you drain off 
the liquor which surrounded the peas 
in the can and put fresh water with 
them with a pinch of soda and half @ 
teaspoonful of sugar? Do you pour this 
off when they are hot through, dress 
them with butter, salt and pepper and 
then serve them in a well-heated vege- 
table dish? If not, try them prepared in 
thie fashion and see if you do not change 
your iopinion of canned peas. 

Something Mike this should be done to 
ajl canned vegetables. Precisely the 
same course should be followed with 
string or lima beans. Corn should be 
made hot and dressed with milk and 
butter, to which, if you choose, you may 
add a little thickening. Tomatoes 
should be chopped, if lumpy, and rubbed 
srfooth. If they are stewed for a few 
minutes with a sliced onion, which may 
be removed after it has done its work 
of flavoring; a little sugar put in to 
temper the acidity, salt and pepper used 
at discretion and, if needed, a little 
thickening, canned stewed tomatoes will 
be a very different thing from the 
lumpy, watery dish often served. 

Try canned vegetables again, if you 
don’t believe in them. Get them from 
a trustworthy manufacturer, whose 
name is a guarantee of honesty, and 
give them a chance to see how good 
they may be if properly cooked and sea- 
soned, 

Don't satisfy yourself with having 

them always served in the same fash- 
jon, either. There are many pleasing 
novelties latent in canned vegetables if 
you only know how to develop them. 
, Canned peas, for instance. Do you 
ever give your family pea pancakes, or 
fritters, or croquettes, or souffie? If 
not, have them now and see if there is 
any complaint that the dishes are not 
made with fresh peas. 

What is done with peas may be done 
with other canned vegetables. What is 
better than a corn pudding made of 
canned corn—unless it may be corn 
fritters? Scallop your tomatoes some- 
times instead of stewing them, or cook 
them with corn or with macaroni. Serve 
your asparagus creamed, or in shelis 
made of rolls with the crumb scooped 
out, crisped a little in the oven and then 
filled with the asparagus served in a 
well-seasoned white sauce. See what 
you can do with canned spinach. Until 
you have used it you will not know hew 
good it is. When it is properly prepared 
it cannot be distinguished in flavor from 
the fresh greens; and the same is true 
of canned young beets. They may be 
served with butter and vinegar, or with

How do you serve onions, for exem- 
ple?

Finally, do you make plain boiled or 
mashed potatoes a regular dish, or do 
you experiment in the innumerable 
ways of cooking sweet and white pota- 
toes in order to achieve the variety you 
crave? 

If I were to attempt to give you here 
all the recipes at my command for mak- 
ine the bill of fare differ from the or- 
dinarvy menu in the department of veg- 
etables I should have to fill not only a 
page, but a whole section of the paper— 
and even then there would probably be 
an overfiow meeting in some other de- 
partment! 1 am giving a few which 
may lead you on to make other excur- 


. sions into the unfamiliar field, in the 


hope that you may find those presented 
of sufficient value to encourage you in 
your exploration and discoveries. 


Green Pea Fritters 


Drain the liquor from 4 can of peas, 
warm them a little, mash them with a 
couple of tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter and salt to taste. To a cup and a 
half of milk add 2 eggs beaten light 
and a half cupful of ftour, first sifting 
with this a teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der and a pinch of salt. Mix this with 
the mashed peas, beating all the time, 
and drop by the ‘spoonful into hot fat. 
The fritters will ewell up and brown. 
They are delicious when properly made. 


Green Pea Souffie 


Mash the peas with 2 tablespoonfuls 
of butter, as directed in the previous 
recipe. Put with them a pint of milk 
and 3 beaten eggs, season to taste with 
salt and pepper and after beating hard, 
bake, covered, in a well-greased pudding 
dish for twenty minutes. Do not have 
the oven too hot at first. Uncover, 
brown lightly and serve at once. 


Corn Pudding 
Chop the contents of a can of corn 
in a wooden chopping tray. Put with it 
.2 eggs beaten light, 1 tablespoonful each 
of sugar and of melted butter, a littie 
salt and 1 cup of milk. Bake im a

The Meaning of Millions. 

In astronomical calcu.atious it is 
most difficult to grasp the meuning of 
millions of miles, but some idea in this 
connection may be gathered from the 
statement of the time that would be 
consumed by an express train or the 
shot from a cannon to cover celestial 
space. Now, the distance from the 
earth to the sun is about 92,000,000 
miles, and light traveling from the 
solar luminary comes to ns at the rate 
of 186,700 miles a second in vacuo. &t 
traverses this distance iu eight and a 
quarter minutes, but a. railway train 
proceeding at sixty miles an bour 
would. take 175. rears to cover the Gis- 
tance to the sun. The circumference 
of the ellipse forming the orbit of the 
earth around the agian: on 577.7€0,- 
000 miles in length, and the earth cov- 
ers this distance in 365% days, travel- 
ing at the rate of 65.910 miles an hour 
or 1,098 miles a miuute, or nearly 1,100 
times as fast as a train going at a 
mile a minute. It is therefore clear 
that a train proceeding at this speed 
would require nearly 1,100 years to ac- 
complish the journey around the 
earth’s orbit.—London Tit-Bits.

LENGTH OF PARLIAMENTS, 


The Longest and Shortest That H 
Sat In England. 


‘The shortest Parliathent on record 
is that whith on September 30, 1399, 
deposed Richard 11. The verv act of 
deposition dissolved the Parliament, 
;and six days later Henrv called to. 
gether without the fosmality of an 
election all the old > members. He 
fravely styled it a new Parliament. 
The fourth Perliament of Charles T. 
sat only for three weeks, and this 


after the country had been without ', 


the blessings of representative Gov- 
ernment for eleven years. But his 
fifth Parliament atoned for ‘he brev- 
ity of the previous one. Tt sat off 
and on for nineteen years, “a Parlia- 
ment which many, before that time, 
thought would never have had a be. 
ginning, and afterwards that. it 
would 1ever have an end.” Opinion, 
as we know, differed as to the char- 
{acter of this renowned long Parlia- 
{ment. Macaulav ‘declared it to be 
ence,”” while Corbett described it as 
the “scourge of the nation.” 
One of the shortest lived of admin. 
istratione was the “Ministry of All 
; the Talents,” which only _Inasted 
| thirteen: months. It was on Feb. 5, 
11806, that Greville formed his Cabi- 
inet, which had 4o include Charles 
| James Fox. King George IIT. is, re- 
ported to have said to that unwel- 
come Minister, “Mr. Fox, T little 
| thought that you and I should ever 
| meet again in this place, but T have 
‘no desire to look back upon old griev- 
|anees; and you may rest assured 
;that I shall. never remind vou of 
them.”" Fox died in the following 
|}autumn. When the King demanded 
an assurance that the Premier, would 
| initiate no measures for the relief of 
| the Catholics Greville resigned. This 
action prompted Sheridan to remark: 
“T have known many men _ knock 
their heads against a wall, but T 
never before heard of a man collect- 
ing bricks and building a wall for 
the express purpose of: knocking out 
his own brains against it.”

Having been re-elected as member for 

the Ealing division of Middlesex on 

his having been appointed Secretary 

of State for India in 1895. the Parlia- 

ment to which he had been elected 

was dissolved within two hours of his 

election. Sir Matthew White Ridley, 

who had been appointed the new 

Home Secretary, ran him very close, 

for he was elected to the old Parlia- 

ment and again to the new Parlia- 

ment for the Blackpool division of 

Lancashire in the same week, in both 

cases unopposed. Mr. C. T. Ritchie 

was returned on July 5 unopposed for 

Croydon, his re-election having been 
necessitated by his appointment to 
the nost of President of the Board of 
Trade. Parliament was dissolved on: 
July 8, so that Mr. Ritchie only re- 
presented his constituency for “a” 
whole week-end. 

The shortest lived “party” that 
ever obtained a footing in Parliament 
was the Tichborne claimant’s counsel, 
Dr. Kenealy, who was elected for 
Stoke-on-Trent in February, 1875, 
solely on the Tichborne issye, polling 
6,110 votes to the Liberal candidate's 
4.1628 and the Conservatives 3,901. 
He lost no time in carrving out his 
mandate, moving on April 23 for the 
re-opening of the case before a roval 
commission. But in spite of all his 
eloquence he would have had no one 
to count if Major ©’Gorman had not 
himself taken pity on him; and the

This meditm of exchange they call 
fei. It consists of large, solid, thick 
stone wheels, ranging in diameter 
from a foot to twelve feet, having in 
the centre a hole varying in size with 
the diameter of the stone, wherein a 
pole may be inserted sufficiently large 
to bear the weight and facilitate trans- 
portation. 

These stone “coins” are not made 
on the island of Yap, but were orig- 
inally quarried and shaped in one of 
the Pelao Islands, 400 miles to the 
southward, and brought to Yap by 
venturesome native navigators in. ca- 
noes and on rafts over the ocean by 
no means as pacific as its name im- 
piies. 

A noteworthy feature of this stone 
currency, which is also an equally 
noteworthy tribute to Yap honesty, is 
that it is not necessary for its owner 
to reduce it to possession. After con- 
eluding a bargain which involves the 
nrice of a fei too large to be conven- 
iently moved its new owner is quite 
content to accent the bare acknowiedg- 
ment of ownership, and without so 
much as a mark to indicate the ex- 
change the coin remains undisturbed 
on the former owner’s premises. 

There was one family whose wealth 
was acknowledged by every one, and 
yet no one, not even the family it- 
self, had ever laid eye or hand on 
this wealth. It consisted of an enor- 
mous fei which was lying at the bot- 
tom of the sea. Many years ago an 
ancestor of this family secured this 
remarkably valuable stone, which was 
placed on a raft to be towed home. A 
violent storm arose, and the party 
was obliged to cut the raft adrift, 
and the stone sank out of sight. 

When they reached home they all 
testified that the fei was of magnifi- 
cent proportions and lost through no 
fault of the owner. It was therefore 
conceded that a few hundred feet of 
water over it ought not to affect ite 
market-value. The purchasing. power. 
of that stone therefore remains valid. 


The Pumpkin. 


Despite the fact that the pumpkin 
in all its forms has found its fullest 
meed of popular appreciation in Can- 
ada, it is by no means certain that 
the plant had its first home on this 
continent. Some authorities claim that 
it did and produce evidence to show 
that the aborigines of North America 
planted it among their maize. Others 
contend that it is of Asiatic origin, 
and still others point out that pump- 
kins have been cultivated either as 
a curiosity or as an article of food 
in England since the year 1570. Evea 
to-day we have not a monopoly of 
pumpkin culture. The orange hued 
orbs of joy are grown in various Euro 
pean countries, notably in Fraace, 
where the market gardeners in the 
vicinity of Paris go to the trouble 
of sowing their pumpkin seeds in 
April in a hotbed under glass and 
nurture them carefully until they are

| The story is romantic. 


One November evening a British 
envoy, returning home from Vienna, 
took his way through a Prussian for- 
est. He was never seep again. That 
was 100 years ago. he other day 
in that forest a skeleton was found 
which is supposed to be that of the 
missing man. He was Mr. Benjamin 
Bathurst, a son of Dr. Bethurst, Bish- 
op of Norwich, 1805-37, and he was 
in 1809 envoy to the Court of Vienna, 
and had been following the campai 
between the Austrians and French. 
He seems to have been incomprehen- 
sibly afraid of falling into the hands 
of the French, and as soon as the 
treaty between Napoleon and Austria 
was signed he fled from Vienna, mak- 
ing for Hamburg, whence he intended 
to reach London. In November, 1809 
he had arrived at Berlin, spent sev- 
eral days there, and continued his 
journey, in the slow fashion of the. 
times, by coach. With him traveled 
his secretary and a confidential ser- 
vant. On the 25th inst. he arrived 
at Kletsche, the last posting station 
which is to-day a 
railway station between Magdeberg 
and Berlin. Here, when asked for 


| his passport and papers, he declared 


he was a Berlin merchant named 
Koch. While awaiting a relay of 
horses, he put a number of questions 
to the postmaster concerning the safe- 
ty of the roads, and if he should be 
likely to meet any French patrols. 
He seemed altogether to be in a very 
nervous condition. Those in the post- 
ing house saw Bathurst pull a pair of 
pistols out of his pocket and watched 
him adjust and readjust the “trigger 
continually. He was warned twice 
that the horses were ready, but he 
seemed lost in terrified conjectures, 
and took no notice. Finally, on be- 
ing reminded that the hire of the, 
horses began from the moment they 
were harnessed, he made a start. 

At half-past five he arrived at Per- 
leberg, and here he left his carriage 
and insisted on being conducted’ to 
the house of the governor of the dis- 
trict, from whom he again inquired! 
with much anxiety about the security 
of the roads, begging to be told the 
shortest route, saying he had a ter- 
rible fear of French patrols and cus- 
toms officers, who had twice already 
tried to poison him. The governor 
recognized that Bathurst was suffer- 
ing from dementia, and did his best 
to reassure him. The British envoy 
left and started for the posting house. 
Two girls living next door to the post- 
ing house watched him pass their 


window, but nothing more was ever | 


seen of Mr. Bathurst. ‘The next day 
the diplomatist’s cloak was found hid- 
den under a pile of wood in the post- 
ing house, and a fortnight later his 
riding breeches were found by two 
women gathering dead leaves in the 
forest of Quitznow, close to Perleberg. 
The prevailing idea was that Bathurst 
had nm assassinated by French sol- 
diers, who were after his despatches. 
His wife appealed to the jperor 
| Na leon to give her every facility to 
; seek her husband, and this was done, 
all the resources of the country being 
at her disposal. 
diplomatist was found on the edge of 
the River Stepnitz, and this was con- 
sequently dragged for his body, but 
in vain. Recently some wood cutters 
in the forest of Quitznow discovered 
a skeleton in a good state of preser- 
vation, not far from the spot where 
Batburst’s riding breeches were found. 
The bones are thought to be those of 
the envoy, whose disappearance has 
always been a mystery. 


A Fighting K.C. 

Sir Edward Carson, the famous 
K.C., who “challenged Mr. Asquith 
recently to an open debate on Home 
Rule, has always been noted for his 
strenuous fighting qualities. He is 
at his best when thefe is a difficult 
case to be won or a severe party bat- 
tle to be fought.
